taining and exploring the cap- 
abilities of the individual in 
relation to the goals being 
considered. 
Six Step Process 

To do this, six steps are 
taken. First is a preliminary 
interview with the counselor. 
Secondly, testing is done by 
a trained psychometrist who 
reports the results to the 
counselor. Third, there is an 
investigation occupational 
possibilities. Fourth is a sec- 
ond conference in which stu- 
dent and counselor go over 
the test. Fifth. a tentative 
nlan is made, based upon the 
resu't of the test and _ the 
conferences. And finally the 
plan is tried out and revised 
in light of new experience. 

The college requires new 
freshmen to meet certain 
standards of arithmetic pro- 
ficiency, which are evaluated 
through the entrance examin- 
ations.
